T h e F l r . t F ic tio n . 
The “Tale of Two Brothers,” written 
8,200 years ago by the Theban scribe, 
Ennana, librarian of tbe palace to 
King Merenptab, the supposed Pha­ 
raoh of the Exodus, Is tbe oldest work 
of fiction extant. 
The tale was w rit­ 
ten apparently for the entertainment 
of the crown prince, who subsequently 
reigned as Set! II. His name appears 
in two places on the manuscript—prob­ 
ably the only surviving autograph sig­ 
natures of an Egyptian king. 
This 
piece of antique fiction, written on 
nineteen sheets of papyrus In a bold 
hieratic hand, was purchased in Italy 
by Mme. d’Orhlney, who sold It in 
1857 to the authorities of the British 
museum, where It Is now known as 
the D’Orbiney papyrus. Other speci­ 
mens of ancient Egyptian fiction have 
since come to light which appear to 
prove that the Nile valley was not only 
the birtkjlaee of the arts and sciences, 
but was also the cradle of romance. 


J a p a n ’. P ip e B e ll. 
There Is a hell In Tokyo, Japan, 
which is made from tobacco pipes. 
So says the legend Inscribed around 
the outside In four languages, Euglish, 
French, German and Japanese. 
The English version runs as follows: 
“This bell, cast In the city of Tokyo, 
Japan, Dec. 10, 1892, by Tsuda Sen, Is 
made from the metal of tobacco pipes 
of more than a thousand men, once 
slaves, now free men.” 
The story Is that In 1892 a woman 
missionary from America waged war 
on tobacco smoking and persuaded 
over a thousand men to forswear the 
habit. They therefore had no further 
use for their metal pipes, which were 
melted down and cast In the form of 
a bell. The metal resembles bronze, 
and the bell has a pleasant musical 
ring. 


C u rlo u a W e l.li S u p e ra titlo n . 
Small glasslike, irregular circlets of 
some crystallized mineral are occasion­ 
ally found In the mountains of Wales, 
and concerning these the Welsh people 
have some curious superstitions. Some 
believe that they are formed In the 
body of a snake as soon as he reaches 
the age of 100 years, while others de­ 
clare that they are formed “of froth 
and venom” when two large male 
snakes meet. Camden, the great Eng­ 
lish historian and antiquarian, says: 
“It is usual for snakes to approach on 
S t John’s eve and by joining heads to­ 
gether and hissing to form a kind of 
bubble, which passes through the snake 
and immediately hardens till it resem­ 
bles a glass ring. 
Whoever finds one 
of these rings will ever after prosper.” 


R u d e B a r o n S teu b en . 
Baron Steuben was known as the 
rudest, roughest, most uncivil and dis­ 
courteous officer In the Revolutionary 
army. 
He spoke English to some ex­ 
tent—that is, he knew most of the 
oaths and expletives and had other 
words enough to string them together 
—but when a little excited he would 
burst forth into a most extraordinary 
mixture of German, French and Eng­ 
lish and in this polyglot composition 
would abuse everybody in hearing.

Perils in Rate-making Commission. 


(Senator Foraker in the New York 
H erald .) 
“ For more than a century and a 
quarter this separation of tbe func 
tiens of government has been pro 
served. 
The oourts have been indn 
pendent alike of the executive and 
the legislative, and their doors have 
been open to every citizen. 
It is 
now proposed to take a step back­ 
ward—to give to an adm inistrative 
bureau vast and unrestrained powers 
over the property of American c iti­ 
zens used in the business of trans­ 
portation and greatly to controversies 
arising in connection with that busi­ 
ness. 
“ It is proposed to give to this bu­ 
reau, that is to be freed from the 
checks and safeguards that the found­ 
ers of the Kepublic considered so im ­ 
portant, oontrol over the revenues of 
the railways of tbe country, a control 
that carries with it power not only to 
lim it tbe earnings ot the capital in ­ 
vested in railway property, but also to 
determ ine what wages shall be paid to 
empluyees, wbat improvements shall 
be made, what extensions shall be 
built, and what new equipm ent shall 
be provided to move the constantly 
expanding commerce of the country. 
“ It is proposed to give to this lu - 
reau power, in the language of tbe 
commission in one of its reports, ‘to 
give to eaoh com m nuity the rigbti.il 
benefits of location’—the power to 
say to one com m unity, ‘you shall 
prosper,’ and to another com m nnity, 
‘you shall decay,’ depending on wbat 
tbe commission should consider the 
rightful benefits of location to which 
each was respectively entitled. 
‘Clearly the exercise of such power 
would be what Mr Madison would 
term ‘the very definition of ty ran n y .’ 
“ It is proposed to put into the 
hanas of this adm inistrativo body, re 
sponsible only .to the president of the 
United 
States, powers that wou.d 
enable it to convert tbe railways of 
the country, 
with their m illions of 
security holders and employees, into 
a great political machine that could 
be used by au unscrupulous president 
to m aiulaiu him self or his party in 
office—powers that would enable this 
body to give to certain localities ad­ 
vantageous rates in return for votes 
in congress or at the polls; for under 
such a Jaw the rivalries of shippers 
aD d of localities that are now com­ 
mercial contests to be iought out and 
settled under the laws of economics 
and of com petition, with the courts 
of the land open to all com plaints of 
injustice, 
would become sectional 
political controversies, to be fought 
over at the poll in each election or 
to be settled by favor.”

W h y B a n d s H e lp M a r c h in g . 
All men who have any appreciation 
of music feel prompted to step in time 
to a march tune, and music on the 
march therefore substitutes a new and 
pleasanter stimulus to exertion for the 
monotonous and somewhat dreary one 
of keeping place in the ranks.

D irecting wireless telegraph mess­ 
ages by parabolic refleotors of metal 
plates or wires has failed on account 
ot the great loss of energy. 
in the 
new method of Prof. F. Braun, of 
Strasburg, three or more aerial wires 
are placed on masts at equal distances 
of a few yards from the transm itting 
station, and the oscillations are set 
up in one wire slightly in advance or 
behind those of the other wires. 
The 
effect is an 
intensification of the 
waves in the direction of the leading 
discharge, with the production of an 
electrical shadow by wave interfer­ 
ence behind it. 
The difficulty has 
seemed to be to give the slight differ­ 
ence of phrase—am ounting'to about 
one ten-m illionth of a second—with 
precision, but it has been found poss­ 
ible to adjust the difference to less 
than one tw u-hundred-m illionth of a 
second. 
With three wires, the mess­ 
ages can be sent in any one ot six 
directions. 


A curious telephone com plaint has 
developed in Cape Colony. 
White 
streaks 
appeared on an iron roof 
under two wires, and it was demanded 
that the wires be removed and a new 
roof placed on the building. 
One of 
the many theories was th at the de­ 
posit was salt collected by the wires 
from the sea-winds.

intact, and 
th at the powder 
was 
nearly pure silica.

upon the damp wire had afterward 
fallen to the root and adhered. 
The sun proves to be undergoing a 
continual change of 
shape.

measurements at Gottingen during 
thirteen years, Dr. C. L. Poor finds 
that the ratio between the polar and 
equatorial radi has varied consider­ 
ably, and that the variation takes 
place in a period olosely correspond­ 
ing to that of the sun suu-spots. 


Good photographs of the interior of 
the eye have been much desired by 
oculists. 
In his efforts to supply the 
need, Dr. W alther Thorner, of Berlin, 
first photographed cats’ eyes, which 
are much lighter than human eyes, 
but good pictures of the latter are 
now obtained by means of the im ­ 
proved apparatus which has resulted 
from his experiments. 
The back of 
the eye is carefully focused on the 
photographic plate with a soft light. 
Tne camera is opened by a special 
lever, and the eye is lighted up for a 
moment by a flashlight com position 
ignited by a spark from a storage bat­ 
tery. 
The pictures show distinctly 
the differences between healthy and 
unsound eyos, making it possible to 
watch the progress of disease. 
Spiders are 
not 
always solitary 
creatures, N. 
S. Jam bunatnan has 
lately recorded the finding in south­ 
ern India of a species of Stegodyphus 
that builds spongy nests with outlying 
webs, each nest beiDg occupied by 40 
to 100 spiders, with a large excess of 
females. 
Sometimes five or six nests 
ere clustered together. 
The spiders 
no only live and work together, but 
they share with one another any prey 
that may be captured, and some even 
show m aternal affection approaobing 
self-sacrifice. 
It appears that there 
are other social species of tbe same 
genus, the first known having been 
reported from South Africa. 
D isappearing 
paper 
is a French 
novelty. 
O rdinary 
paper 
is first, 
steeped in sulphuric acid, 
diluted 
according to the intended durability, 
aod is then dried and glazed, the acid 
being partially neutralized by am ­ 
monia vapor. 
The m aterial is adopt­ 
ed for tem porary 
use. 
Sooner or 
later it falls to pieces, however, and 
it is recommended to those whose 
correspondents forget to burn their 
letters. 
Electrio waves folllow the earth’s 
curvature, explains Erskine-M urray, 
a Scotch engineer, 
because a con­ 
ducting layer high in air keeps them 
from spreading into space, practically 
causing them to travel between two 
parallel conducting planes.' 
A new insulated wire, intended to 
replace silk covered or cotten cover­ 
ed wires for electrom agnets for small 
currents, is being produced in Berlin, 
and has quite rem arkable properties. 
The coating m aterial, giving a con 
tinuous covering, essentially tetra- 
acetio cellulose. 
It is applied in 
numerous coats by a special machine, 
is both flexible and durable,has great 
elasticity and solidity is moisture- 
proof, and Is not affected by tem per­ 
atures 
up to 30U degrees 
F. 
Its 
insulation resistance is so high that 
a thickness of 0.0008 inch is broken 
down only by a tension of 1500 volts. 
Wires ranging in size from 0.0026 to 
0.006 inoh are made, and a coil, of 
given size contains much more wire 
than the ordinary ooil, the coating 
being so much 
thinner 
than 
the 
double or triple silk or cotten with 
the additional layer of shellac. 
An attem pt at quantitative measure­ 
ment of color, designed to show just 
how red or how blue auything may 
be, has been made 
by Joseph W. 
Lovibond, who has published a book 
on the subject in London. 
By the 
superposition of glass standard color 
scales, in a special instrum ent for 
excluding all extraneous light, the 


num ber of units of red and yellow 
—or any other com bination necessary 
to m atch a given color oan be deter 
mined. 
The glass test slides have 
been prepared with great accuraoy,

A BILL TO ESTABLISH A DEPART­ 
MENT OF MINES. 


Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress assem­ 
bled, that there shall be at the seat of 
government an executive departm ent 
to be known as the departm ent of 
mines and mining, and a secretary of 
mines and mining at the head thereof, 
who shall be appointed by the presi­ 
dent, by and with the advice and con­ 
sent of the senate, who shall have a 
seat in the cabinet, and who shall re­ 
ceive a salary of $8,000 per annum ; 
and section 
158 
of 
the 
Revised 
Statutes is hereby amended to include 
such departm ent, and the provisions 
of title 4 of the Revised Statutes, 
including all amendments thoreto, 
are hereby made applicable to said 
departm ent. 
Sec. 2. 
That there shall be in 
said departm ent an assistant secre­ 
tary of mines and 
mining, to be 
appointed by the president, by and 
with the advioe and consent of the 
senate, who shall receive a salary of 
$4,000 per annum . 
He shall perform 
such duties as shall be prescribed by 
the secretary and required by law. 
There shall also be appointed by said 
secretary one chief olerk, 
who shall 
reoeive a salary of $1,800 per annum, 
and such other olerical assistance as 
may, from tim e to tim e, be authoriz­ 
ed by congress. 
Seo. 3. That the said departm ent of 
mines and mining shall have general 
jurisdiction over all m atters pertain­ 
ing to mines and m ining industries 
and the geological survey, and over 
all the m atters com m itted to any of 
the bureaus, offices, departm ents, or 
branehes of the public service by this 
act transferred from other executive 
departm ents of the governm ent to thp, 
said departm ent of mines and mining 
as fully as the same is now possessed 
by any of the said bureaus, offices, 
departm ents, 
or 
branches 
of the 
publio service from whence the same 
is so transferred, and that the official 
records an.d papers now on file in and 
relating to the business of any such 
bureau, office, departm ent, or branch 
of the publio service in this act trans­ 
ferred to tbe 
departm ent of mines 
and mining, together with ,the fu rn i­ 
ture now 
in use in such bureau, 
office, departm ent or branch of the 
public service, shall be, and is here­ 
by, transferred to the departm ent of 
mines and m ining. 
Bee. 4. That there shall be in the 
departm ent of mines and m ining a 
bureau which shall, under the direc­ 
tion of the secretary thereof, gather, 
compile and publish inform ation in 
respect to the same, and it shall be 
the duty ot said bureau to acquire 
and dissem inate practical and useful 
inform ation concerning the mines, 
mineral resouroes and 
m ining in ­ 
dustries of the United S tates; that 
the office of 
tbe" director of the 
geological survey and the geological 
survey service, and all that relates to 
and pertains to the same, is hereby 
transferred from the jurisdiction oi 
the interior departm ent to tbe ju ris­ 
diction and supervision of the depart­ 
ment of mines and mining, to remain 
henceforth under the jurisdiction of 
the latter; and the director of the 
geological survey is hereby made the 
director oi said bureau. 
Sec. 5. That the secretary of miues 
aDd mining shall annually make a 
report in w riting to congress, which 
shall contain an account of all moneys 
received and expended by him in 
prom oting and facilitating the de­ 
velopment of the Amercian 
mines 
mineral resources and m ining indus­ 
tries ,and such recommendations as he 
shall deem necessary to the fnrther 
development of the same. 
He shall 
also make special investigations and 
reports on particular subjects when­ 
ever required to do so by either the 
president, the senate or the house of 
representatives. 
Sec. 6. That the secretary of mines 
and mining shall have charge in tbe 
building or premises occupied by or 
appropriated to the departm ent of 
mines and mining, of tbe library, 
furniture, fixtures, records, and other 
property pertaining to it, or hereafter 
acquired for use in its business; and 
he shall be allowed to expend for 
periodicals and the purposes of the 
library, and for the rental of appro­ 
priate quarters for the accommodation 
of the departm ent of mines and m in­ 
ing within the D istrict of Columbia, 
and tor all other incidental expenses 
such sums as congress may provide

M iller heard tbe report of tbe guD, 
but did not know at tbe tim e, of 
course, that it meant the death ot tbe 
old miner. 
Later, when Mr Blum did not make 
his appearance as usual, an investiga­ 
tion was made aud the old man was 
found lying on his bed dead, with the 
blood runniDg out of his mouth. 
The deceased had been suffering for 
some time from B right’s disease and 
neighbors had been urging the old 
man to g o to the county hospital, and 
the cause assigned for his rash aot is 
his dread of being dependent. 
Coroner H uberty was at once noti­ 
fied aDd proceded to the scene of the 
suicide, where he held an inquest, the 
jury finding that the ola miner had 
died by his own hand. 
The body 
was brought into town and taken to 
C. W. Swain’s undertaking rooms, 
where it was prepared for burial. 
The funeral took place Friday, the 
interm ent being in the lone ceme­ 
tery.—Echo.

The effort to foist A rizona in to the 
unio n as a state in con ju n ctio n w ith 
New M exico is a u n iq u e spectacle in 
th e h isto ry ot th e U nited 
¡States. 
A rizona does n o t w ant to become a 
state wedded to New M excio. 
The 
people of th e la tte r te rrito ry have no 
objections to being th u s united, pro 
bably for the reason th a t being in the 
m ajo rity 
n u m erically 
they 
would 
have the co ntrol of the new state. 
The people of th e two te rrito rie s are 
wide ap art, in sentim ent racial c h a r­ 
acteristics and com m ercial instincts. 
New M exico clings to the past. 
H er 
h isto ry , 
people and custom s reach 
back to the early tim es of the settle 
m ent of th e w hite m an on the A m eri­ 
can co n tin en t, and notw ithstanding 
its an tiq u ity , it is the m ost backward 
p a rt of th e U nited States. 
H er c iti­ 
zens are m ostly Mexio&ns, and they 
cling to th e ir old-tim e tra d itio n s and 
ways tenaciously. 
A rizona, on the 
o th er hand, has all the push and 
energy 
of 
A m erican 
civilization. 
W ith less than half the population of 
its older te rrito ry , 
in w ealth com 
m ercial 
activ ity , 
educational and 
social in stitu tio n s it is unm easurably 
ahead, and fu lly abreast of th e m ost 
progressive portions of th e U nion. 
W hy, th en should A rizona be m erged 
w ith its slow-paced neighbor, w ith 
w hich she has scarcely an y th in g in 
com m on. 
No w onder th a t her people 
p ro test against such an act of in ­ 
ju stice. 
They are w illing to w ait for 
m any years for adm ission as a state, 
rath e r th an come in under such c ir­ 
cum stances, know ing th a t the shadow 
of th e M exican com m nuity, 300,000 
against th e ir 125,000, would to a great 
ex ten t b lig h t th e ir energies. 
And 
yet a bill is being pushed through 
congress to jo in these socially d is­ 
tin c t te rrito rie s in one state, n o t only 
w ithout th e ir u n ited consent, bnt in 
sp ite of the vigorous protest of A ri­ 
zona. 
The plan to jo in 
O klahom a and 
In d ian T e rrito ry is n o t on a par w ith 
the o th er proposed jo in t statehood. 
The people of those tw o te rrito ries 
are w illing to be th u s united. 
O kla­ 
hom a was carved o u t of In d ian T e rri­ 
tory in the first place. 
I t is sim ply 
rev ertin g back to its old p o litical 
statu s. 
We hope th e outrage upon A ri­ 
zo n a’s in teg rity w ill n o t he consum ­ 
m ated. 
I t is sim ply due to p o litical 
and party exigencies of the eastern 
states. 
The co ntrol of the senate is 
slip p in g from th e east to the west. 
F o u r new states would m ean eight 
new senators, and at least four con­ 
gressm en. B ut no question of a p a rti­ 
san or p o litical n atu re should stand 
in th e way of pu rsu in g the straig h t 
path of rig h t, 
W ith A rizona d issen t­ 
ing, th e forcing of the jo in t state 
would be an outrage u nparalleled. 
It is hoped th e F oraker am endm ent, 
providing 
th a t 
before 
going into 
effect th e question be referred to the 
people of the two te rrito rie s, and a 
failu re of e ith er to ra tify the provis­ 
ions of th e bill to am ount to a defeat 
of the proposed m easure, w ill prevail.

The w ithdraw al of the bonus ottered 
by the S ierra R. R. C o., for th e p la n t­ 
ing of fru it trees in th e te rrito ry 
trib u ta ry to the lin e of th e ir railro ad 
is suggestive. 'The com pany, d esirin g 
to secure th e settlem en t of th e lands 
su itab le for fru it raisin g along its 
route, offered a prem ium for every 
tree planted. 
T h is was fo u r years 
ago. 
I t was reasonably expected th a t 
the tree tran sp o rta tio n and o th er in ­ 
ducem ents held o u t w ould re s u lt in 
th e stim u la tio n of th is in d u stry , and 
thereby fo ster business for the road 
in years to come. 
B u t the schem e has 
not w orked satisfacto rily . O nly in two 
or th ree instances have p arties p la n t­ 
ed trees and secured th e advantages 
offered. 
The railro ad com pany has 
therefore w ithdraw n its offer, as a 
com plete failu re. 
T his is th e first 
effort of th e kind in th e m in eral belt 
ot th e m other lode section, and th a t 
it should be received w ith such poor 
favor is d iscred itab le. 
T h at th e soil 
and clim ate of th e S ierra railroad 
ro u te to A ngels are conducive 
to 
tr u it grow ing th ere can be no doubt. 
We cannot aocept th e idea th a t the 
residents are in d ifferen t to th e b u ild ­ 
ing up of the h o rtic u ltu ra l interests. 
We are in clin ed to believe th a t the 
failu re to p la n t trees is ow ing to 
oauses w hich the lan d ow ners cannot 
control. 
O ne of o u r exchanges in ­ 
tim ates th a t it is because of the lack 
of irrig atio n facilities. 
T ree p la n t­ 
ing w ould not be justified by the 
sm all bonus uffered, unless th ere was 
a reasonable 
prospect of th e trees 
th riv in g and y ie ld in g tr u it in after 


years. W ithout irrig a tio n th e orohards 
w ould die. A nd th is fact, th a t would- 
be settlers knew p erfectly well th a t 
the lack of 
w ater a t th e critical 
period w ould 
n e u tra lize 
all th e ir 
efforts in th e h o rtic u ltu ra l lino, is 
responsible fo r 
th e fiat fa ilu re to 
en ter upon fru it c u ltu re along th e 
S ierra road. 
T h is draw back is not 
applicable to A m ador county. 
H ere 
w ater can be secured d u rin g the dry 
season alm ost a t any p o in t available 
for fru it grow ing. 
A nd w ith th e ex ­ 
tension of the railro a d to the m ineral 
belt, th is source of w ealth ought to 
be developed larg ely in th e n ex t few 
years.

Dr. Staples’ Case On Appeal. 


The supreme court in bank heard 
seven m urder cases on appeal last 
Monday, among them being the case 
of Dr. F. N. Staples, who is confined 
in the county jail u n der sentence of 
death. 
The C all of Tuesday sa y s: 
The most interesting case of the 
day was th a t of Dr. 
F. 
N. Staples, 
the 
young 
physiciau 
of 
Amador 
oounty, convicted and sentenced to 
death for the m urder of his wife on 
A ugnst 31, 1904. 
A ccording to the 
evidence, Mrs Staples died after i 
long siege of typhoid fever. 
The pre 
sence of crim e was not suspected at 
the time, and she was buried. 
Fo ur 
m onths later her body was exhumed, 
and strychnine was found in it. 
In 
the mean tim e Dr. 
Staples had sold 
his business and moved to San Fran 
cisco w ith Mrs Maud E. 
Hoxie, the 
wife of a neigbhor. The day the body 
of Mrs Staples was exhumed the pair 
left for Ensenada, Lower California, 
where they were arrested for murder. 
The evidence in the case was circu m ­ 
stantial and the attorneys for Staples 
declare that it was not sufficient tor 
conviction. 
It is n ot likely th at a decicsion will 
be rendered 
before three 
or four 
months. 
A correspondent sonds us the follow­ 
ing ad d ition al notes, of the case: 
Six of the seven supreme 
court 
judges were present. 
Jud ge M cFar 
land was ill, and Ju dg e H all of the 
d istrict court sat in b"is place. Under 
the law creating the district court the 
supreme judges can now call in a dis 
trict judge to the fill place of a va­ 
cancy. 
Tbe S taples’ case was reached at 3.3U 
in the afternoon. W. J. McGee opened 
the argum ent for Staples, and at a d ­ 
jo urn m ent had exhausted his time 
under the rules of the court, 
lio 
asked for half an hou r extra time, and 
the court m et the following m orning 
at 9.30, and granted an extra half 
hour to the app ellan t's counsel. 
Un 
the conclusion of Mr M cGee’s a rg u ­ 
ment, the attorney-general subm itted 
the case w ithout oral argum ont. 
He 
had previously filed a brief of nearly 
100 pages, sotting forth his views. 
The judges gave close attention to the 
argum ent made in behalf of appellant, 
but gave no indication of th eir views. 
At the urgent request of Dr S taples’ 
counsel, they gave him ten days to 
file another brief. 


From Blue Lakes. 


William B ennetts, one of the two 
men left in charge of the Blue Lakes 
dams, at the head of the Blue Lakes 
Water C om pany’s system in Alpine 
county, came down from his winter 
fastness last Friday, and is now in 
S u tter Creek on a vacation of two or 
three weeks. 
He made the trip to 
H am ’s station on snow shoes, and 
from 
thence 
footed 
it to 
S utter 
Creek. 
Ho says the snow at Blue 
lakes was 12 feet deep when he loft, 
which is more than the average up to 
this 
tim e ot the year. 
The two 
storms we have had th e past week 
m ust 
have 
added 
largely to the 
accum ulation ot snow. He will return 
by way of rail to Carson, 
and from 
thence to his post of du ty by way of 
Woodtords, which is the nearest post 
office, 20 miles distant. 
I t is difficult 
to imagine the loneliness and isola­ 
tion of 
these 
m ountainers in tho 
winter season, 
in the very sum m it of 
the Sierras. 
They are hemmed in by 
the m ighty 
m antle of white from 
O ctober to Ju n e. 
The snowfall some 
years attains a depth of tw enty feet. 
Rarely a hum an soul visits them d u r­ 
ing this season of n a tu re ’s blockade. 
Bennetts is one of the supervisors of 
Alpine county, and he attends the 
m onthly meetings of tbe board of 
supervisors at M arkleville, 
which is 
25 miles from his w inter homo. 
On 
these trips he gets the mail at Wood- 
fords.

It is not possible that the 
best results

jing a great number of seeds on any one 
v farm or in any one- locality, however 


favored. 
The soil and climate which 


may be the best adapted for producing 
one kind of seed may result only in a 
Irery inferior seed from some other kind 


Another 
method 
of defrauding 
the 
seed buyer, practiced by cheap seedsmen 
who never expect to do business 
a sec- 
ond time 


# with the customer, 
is to sell 
him outright the cheap 
seeds 
of some 
plant such as a muskmelon, for instance, 
under a label of some new or high- 
priced variety. He puts ina hard sea- 
son's work trying to raise good musk- 
melons, and at the end he finds he has 
a heterogeneous 
collection 
of inferior 
sorts. 
Still another practice which the 
reputable 
seedsmen 
will not counten- 
ance is to sell seeds which may be true 
to name and which willalso germinate, 
but which are weak and poor. 
An ex- 
ample of this was noticed by the writer 
in the Colorado muskmelon fields. 
The 
Rocky Ford cantaloupes 
had for some 
years 
attained 
a 
country-wide 
fame 
through their sweetness 
and fine flavor. 
They were shipped all over the United 
States.

As it is now carried out, the free seed 
distribution should be stopped, 
and the 
workof supplying the ordinary farm and 
garden seeds, 
the reShlts of which are 
known to everybody, 
should be left to 
the regular seedmen. 
The seed business of the United States 
is one of great magnitude. 
While there 
are, of course, 
unscrupulous 
and fake 
seed 
houses 
who do not hesitate 
to 
adulterate the seeds 
they supply, the re- 
putable firms take great care in seeing 
that their seeds are not only fresh, with 
good germinating 
powers, 
but true to 


name. 
The old-fashioned 
way was for 
each grower to save his own seed, but 
in many of our principal crops it is 
found that the seeds grown in certain lo- 
calities produce heavier yields, and while 
ifthe planting is done a littleout of the 
original habitat 
of the plant the 
first 


crop may not appreciably deteriorate 
the 


second 
year, the 
crop from that seed 
willshow a marked falling off in yield. 
It_ is for this reason 
that some of the. 


wisest farmers and planters" send regu- 
larly considerable 
distances 
for seed. 


The seed 
catalogues 
always carry a 


number of pages of novelties and new 
varieties which are described in an ex- 
tremely 
attractive 
form. 
It is 
well 


enough 
to try these novelties, but it is 


good advice to consider them as 
such 
and have 
the main crop to fall back 


upon from the standard or well-tried 
varieties which have stood the test of 
years. 


An examination ofmany of the seeds 


of 
common vegetable 
and 
forage 
re- 


veals the fact that an immense" amount 
of poor, seed is sold to American farm- 
ers and gardeners. 
Farmers 
as a rule 


are responsible for this condition, since, 
as has been said, many of them buy the 
cheapest 
seea ifi the market and trust 


entirely to luck for it toproduce the en- 
tire crop. 
Such 
seed 
is dear 
at any 


price, and is withal one of the principal 
source of the hosts of bad weeds which 
are to be seen upon many farms. 


For the last few years there has been 


a constantly 
increasing 
outcry against 


SEED LETTUCE AND ONIONS IN HEAD 
plants as may be"of real value to the 
fanner in"a Congressional district new 
and 
improved 
varieties, 
even 
though 
only one package 
could be 
sent 
out 


where now a score or two are sent the 
expenditure would be defensible. 
This 
would be building up our agriculture, 
and there would be cases 
where 
the 
entire 
agricultural 
Qutput 
would 
be 
changed, 
greatly to the 
advantage 
of 
the farm. 
The Secretary .is, in fact, 


employing this idea, as far as he is left 
any discretion in the 
matter of seed 
distribution. 
He is allowed by Congress 
a small appropriation of this, free seed 
money, and where his explorers in the 
old countries of the world have brought 
in new plants and seeds which it is be- 
lieved willbe an improvement on those 
already grown by American farmers, he 
sends 
these out in sufficient amount 
to 
admit of a rational test by a farmer. 


Time to Abolish the System. 


Rocky Ford seed. 
At the end of the 
cantaloupe 
season 
various 
individuals, 


could be seen 
going over the Rocky 
Ford cantaloupe 
patches 
and 
disem- 


boweling' immature 
and frosted 
canta- 
loupes for their seed. 
This seed, it is 
true, was genuine Rocky Ford canta- 
loupe seed, and it would probably ger- 
minate 95 or 98 per cent, but it is ob- 
vious^ its sale as first-class seed was an 
imposition. 
Nevertheless 
thousands 
ov 
packages 
were annually foisted 
upon 


seed buyers. 


So ifyou are going to buy seed,* and 
buying seed to a greater or less extent 
is advisable, 
not to say necessary, 
it 


becomes 
a foregone conclusion 
that it 


pays to buy good seed and therefore to 
know from whom you are buying. 


The Government Seed Business. 
The Agricultural Department is busier 
than usual sending out mUljonj}of pack- 
ages of free seeds for Congressmen. 
It 
should be understood that this free seed 
distribution, while carried 
out by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, is. no scheme 
of his, butis a Congressional affair, pure 
and simple. 
In every session 
there is 


one or more bills introduced abolishing 
what has been termed bymore than one

remaining in the soil for the use of the 
clover and timothy, and the grass 
and 


clover seed is sown to become the de- 
pendence 
of the 
farmer 
for his hay 


crop. He buys cheap seed; 30, 40, 60 
or 60 per cent of it is an adulteration 
of seed which has been killed or is old, 
dead or weak clover 
seed.

until the eleventh 
hour, and

testing its germinating
